SCHOOL  LAWS 


OF  THE 


STATE  OF  WYOMING. 


(From  the  Act  of  Admission  of  the  State  of  Wyoming,  approved 

July  io,  1890.) 

(extract,) 

*  *  *  *  * 

Grant  of  school  lands. 

Sec.  4.  That  sections  numbered  16  and  36  in  every  town¬ 
ship  of  said  proposed  State,  and,  where  such  sections,  or  any 
parts  thereof,  have  been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  or 
under  the  authority  of  any  Act  of  Congress,  other  lands  equivalent 
thereto,  in  legal  sub-divisions  of  not  less  than  one  quarter  section, 
and  as  contiguous  as  may  be  to  the  section  in  lieu  of  which 
the  same  is  taken,  are  hereby  granted  to  said  State  for  the 
support  of  common  schools,  such  indemnity  lands  to  be  selected 
within  said  State  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  provide, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Interior;  Provided ,  That 
Section  6  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  August  9,  1888,  entitled  “An 
Act  to  authorize  the  leasing  of  the  school  and  university  lands  in 
the  Territory  of  Wyoming,  and  for  other  purposes,”  shall  apply 
to  the  school  and  university  indemnity  lands  of  the  said  State  of 
Wyoming,  so  far  as  applicable. 

Disposal  of  granted  lands. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  lands  herein  granted  for  educational  pur¬ 
poses  shall  be  disposed  of  only  at  public  sale,  the  proceeds  to 
constitute  a  permanent  school  fund,  the  interest  of  which  only 
shall  be  expended  in  the  support  of  said  schools.  But  said  lands 
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may,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Legislature  shall  prescribe, 
be  leased  for  periods  of  not  more  than  five  years,  in  quantities 
not  exceeding  one  section  to  any  one  person  or  company;  and 
such  land  shall  not  be  subject  to  pre-emption,  homestead  entry, 
or  any  other  entry  under  the  land  laws  of  the  United  States, 
whether  surveyed  or  unsurveyed,  but  shall  be  reserved  for  school 
purposes  only. 

*  *  *  *  * 


Proceeds  of  TJ.  S.  land  sale,  percentage  to  state. 

Sec.  7.  That  5  per  cent,  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of 
public  lands  lying  within  said  State  which  shall  be  sold  by  the 
United  States  subsequent  to  the  admission  of  said  State  into  the 
union,  after  deducting  all  the  expenses  incident  to  the  same,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  said  State,  to  be  used  as  a  permanent  fund,  the 
interest  of  which  only  shall  be  expended  for  the  support  of  the 
common  schools  within  said  State. 


Lands  granted  for  school  purposes. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  lands  granted  to  the  Territory  of  Wyo¬ 
ming  by  the  Act  of  February  18,  1881,  entitled  “An  Act  to 
grant  lands  to  Dakota,  Montana,  Arizona,  Idaho  and  Wyoming,  for 
university  purposes,”  are  hereby  vested  in  the  State  of  Wyoming, 
to  the  extent  of  the  full  quantity  of  72  sections  to  said  State, 
and  any  portion  of  said  lands  that  may  not  have  been  selected 
by  said  Territory  of  Wyoming  may  be  selected  by  the  said  State; 
but  said  Act  of  February  18,  1881,  should  be  so  amended  as  to 
provide  that  none  of  said  lands  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  $10 
per  acre,  and  the  proceeds  shall  constitute  a  permanent  fund  to 
be  safely  invested  and  held  by  said  State,  and  the  income  thereof 
be  used  exclusively  for  university  purposes.  The  schools,  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  forever 
remain  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  said  State,  and  no  part 
of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  or  disposal  of  any  lands 
herein  granted  for  educational  purposes  shall  be  used  lor  the 
support  of  any  sectarian  or  denominational  school,  college,  or 
university.  *  *  * 


Agricultural  lands. 

Sec.  10.  That  90,000  acres  of  land,  to  be  selected  and 
located  as  provided  in  section  4  of  this  Act,  are  hereby  granted 
to  said  State  for  the  use  and  support  of  an  agricultural  college 
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in  said  State,  as  provided  in  the  acts  of  congress  making  dona¬ 
tions  of  lands  for  such  purposes. 

*  *  *  '  *  * 

Mineral  lands  excepted  from  grants. 

Sec.  13.  That  all  mineral  lands  shall  be  exempted  from 
the  grants  made  by  this  act.  But  if  sections  16  and  36,  or  any 
sub-division  or  portion  of  any  smallest  sub-division  thereof  in  any 
township,  shall  be  found  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  be 
mineral  lands,  said  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
select,  in  legal  sub-divisions,  an  equal  quantity  of  other  unappro¬ 
priated  lands  in  said  State  in  lieu  thereof,  for  the  use  and  the 
benefit  of  the  common  schools  of  said  State. 

Selection  of  lands. 

Sec.  14.  That  all  lands  granted  in  quantity  or  as  indem¬ 
nity  by  this  Act,  shall  be  selected,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretarv  of  the  Interior,  from  the  surveyed,  unsurveyed  and 
unappropriated  public  lands  of  the  United  States  within  the 
limits  of  the  State  entitled  thereto.  And  there  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  number  of  acres  of  land  donated  by  this  Act  for  specific 
objects  to  said  State,  the  number  of  acres  heretofore  donated  by 
Congress  to  said  Territory  for  similar  objects. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

(EXTRACT.) 

*  *  *  *  * 

Providing  for  election  of  state  officers,  including  a  Superintendent  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Instruction. 

Sec.  11.  There  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State  at  the  times  and  places  of  choosing  members  of  the 
Legislature,  a  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  who  shall  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-five  years  respectively,  shall  be  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  have  the  qualification  of  State  electors. 
They  shall  severally  hold  their  offices  at  the  seat  of  government 
for  the  term  of  four  (4)  years  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  duly  qualified,  but  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the 
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offi  e  of  Treasurer  for  four  (4)  years  after  the  expiration  of  the 
term  for  which  he  was  elected.  The  Legislature  may  provide 
for  such  other  State  officers  as  are  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

EDUCATION. 


Public  instruction. 

Sec.  1.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  and  maintenance  of  a  complete  and  uniform  system  of 
public  instruction,  embracing  free  elementary  schools  of  every 
needed  kind  and  grade,  a  university  with  such  technical  and 
professional  departments  as  the  public  good  may  require  and 
the  means  of  the  State  allow,  and  such  other  institutions  as  may 
be  necessary. 

Perpetual  funds  for  schools  designated. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  are  declared  to  be  perpetual  funds 
for  school  purposes,  of  which  the  annual  income  only  can  be 
appropriated,  to-wit:  Such  percentum  as  has  been  or  mav  here¬ 
after  be  granted  by  Congress  on  the  sale  of  lands  in  this  State; 
all  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  or  lease  of  sections  number  six¬ 
teen  and  thirty-six  in  each  township  in  the  State,  and  the  lands 
selected  or  that  may  be  selected  in  lieu  thereof;  the  proceeds  of 
all  lands  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  tc  this 
State,  where,  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  grant,  the 
same  are  not  to  be  otherwise  appropriated;  the  net  proceeds 
of  lands  and  other  property  and  effects  that  may  come  to 
the  State  by  escheat  or  forfeiture,  or  from  unclaimed  dividends 
or  distributive  shares  of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons;  all 
moneys,  stocks,  bonds,  lands  and  other  property  now  belonging 
to  the  common  school  fund. 

Other  revenue. 

Sec.  3.  To  the  sources  of  revenue  above  mentioned  shall 
be  added  all  other  grants,  gifts  and  devises  that  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  made  to  this  State  and  not  otherwise  appro¬ 
priated  by  the  terms  of  the  grant,  gift  or  devise. 

School  money,  restriction  on  use. 

Sec.  4.  All  moneys,  stocks,  bonds,  lands  and  other  prop¬ 
erty  belonging  to  a  county  school  fund,  except  such  moneys  and 
property  as  may  be  provided  by  law  for  current  use  in  aid  of 
public  schools,  shall  belong  to  and  be  securely  invested  and 
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sacredlv  preserved  in  the  several  counties  as  a  county  public 
school  fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  appropriated  exclu¬ 
sively  to  the  use  and  support  of  free  public  schools  in  the  several 
counties  of  the  State. 

Fines  go  to  school  fund. 

Sec  5.  All  fines  and  penalties  under  general  laws  of  the 
State  shall  belong  to  the  public  school  fund  of  the  respective 
counties  and  be  paid  over  to  the  custodians  of  such  funds  for  the 
current  support  of  the  public  schools  therein. 

School  funds,  restriction  on  investment. 

Sec.  6.  All  funds  belonging  to  the  State  for  public  school 
purposes,  the  interest  and  income  of  which  only  are  to  be  used, 
shall  be  deemed  irust  funds  in  the  care  of  the  State,  which  shall 
keep  them  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  public  schools,  and 
shall  make  good  any  losses  that  may  in  any  manner  occur,  so 
that  the  same  shall  remain  forever  inviolate  and  undiminished. 
None  of  such  funds  shall  ever  be  invested  or  loaned  except  on 
the  bonds  issued  by  school  districts,  or  registered  county  bonds 
of  the  State,  or  State  securities  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States. 

Application  of  income. 

Sec.  7.  The  income  arising  from  the  funds  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  section,  together  with  all  the  rents  of  the  unsold  school 
lands  and  such  other  means  as  the  Legislature  may  provide, 
shall  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  support  of  free  schools  in  every 
county  in  the  State. 

Distribution  of  income. 

Sec.  8.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  general  law  for  the 
equitable  distribution  of  such  income  among  the  several  counties 
according  to  the  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  each;  which 
several  counties  shall  in  like  manner  distribute  the  proportion  of 
said  fund  by  them  received  respectively  to  the  several  school 
districts  embraced  therein.  But  no  appropriation  shall  be  made 
from  said  fund  to  any  district  for  the  year  in  which  a  school  has 
not  been  maintained  for  at  least  three  months;  nor  shall  any  por¬ 
tion  of  any  public  school  fund  ever  be  used  to  support  or  assist 
any  private  school,  or  any  school,  academy,  seminary,  college  or 
other  institution  of  learning  controlled  by  any  church  or  sectarian 
organization  or  religious  denomination  whatsoever. 
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Taxation  for  schools. 

Sp:c.  9.  The  Legislature  shall  make  such  further  provision 
by  taxation  or  otherwise,  as  with  the  income  arising  from  the 
general  school  fund  will  create  and  maintain  a  thorough  and 
efficient  system  of  public  schools,  adequate  to  the  proper  in¬ 
struction  of  all  the  youth  of  the  State,  between  the  ages  of  six 
and  twenty-one  years,  free  of  charge;  and  in  view  of  such  prov¬ 
ision  so  made,  the  Legislature  shall  require  that  every  child  of 
sufficient  physical  and  mental  ability  shall  attend  a  public  school 
during  the  period  between  six  and  eighteen  years  for  a  time 
equivalent  to  three  years,  unless  educated  by  other  means. 

No  discrimination  as  to  pupils. 

Sec.  10.  In  none  of  the  public  schools  so  established  and 
maintained  shall  distinction  or  discrimination  be  made  on  account 
of  sex,  race  or  color. 

Text  books. 

Sec.  11.  Neither  the  Legislature  nor  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  text  books 
to  be  used  in  the  public  schools. 

Sectarian  instruction  prohibited. 

Sec.  12.  No  sectarian  instruction,  qualifications  or  tests 
shall  be  imparted,  exacted,  applied  or  in  any  manner  tolerated  in 
schools  of  any  grade  or  character  controlled  by  the  State,  nor 
shall  attendance  be  required  at  any  religious  service  therein,  nor 
shall  any  sectarian  tenets  or  doctrines  be  taught  or  favored 
in  any  public  school  or  institution  that  may  be  established  under 
the  constitution. 

Board  of  land  commissioners.  \See  note  following  this  section.] 

Sec  13.  The  Governor,  Secretary  of  Sate,  State  Trea¬ 
surer  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  constitute 
the  board  of  land  commissioners,  which,  under  direction  of  the 
Legislature,  as  limited  by  this  constitution,  shall  have  direction, 
control,  leasing  and  disposal  of  the  lands  of  the  State  granted,  or 
which  may  be  hereafter  granted  for  the  support  and  benefit  of 
public  schools,  subject  to  the  further  limitations  that  the  sale  of  all 
lands  shall  be  at  public  auction,  after  such  delay  (not  less  than 
the  time  fixed  by  Congress)  in  portions  at  proper  intervals  of 
time,  and  at  such  minimum  prices' (not  less  than  the  minimum 
fixed  by  Congress)  as  to  realize  the  largest  possible  proceeds. 
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The  Governor,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Secretary  of  State 
designated  as  the  board  of  land  commissioners  by  the  1st  State  Legis¬ 
lature. 

[Note — Relative  to  board  of  land  commissioners  designated  by  the  legis¬ 
lature  under  the  foregoing  constitutional  provision — The  following  extract  is 
made  from  laws  of  1890-91,  ch.  79,  page  332,  viz:  “Section  1.  The  Governor,  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Secretary  of  State  being  constituted  a  state 
board  of  land  commissioners  by  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  shall,  as  such 
board,  have  the  direction,  management  and  control  of  all  lands  belonging  to  the 
State,  and  shall  manage  the  same  to  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  and  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State.”  The 
same  law  also  provides:  “Sec.  47.  The  funds  arising  from  the  sale  or  lease  of  its 
agricultural  college,  scientific  school,  normal  school,  common  school,  charitable 
and  penal  institution  lands,  shall  be  held  intact  for  the  benefit  of  the  funds  for 
which  said  lands  are  granted,  and  the  interest  and  rental  only  shall  be  expended 
for  the  purpose  of  the  grant.”] 

Supervision  of  public  schools. 

Sec.  14.  The  general  supervision  of  the  public  schools 
shall  be  entrusted  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc¬ 
tion,  whose  powers  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

THE  UNIVERSITY. 

State  university— university  lands— leases. 

Sec.  15.  The  establishment  of  the  university  of  Wyoming 
is  hereby  confirmed,  and  the  said  institution  with  its  several 
departments,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  university  of  the  State 
of  Wyoming.  All  lands  which  have  been  heretofore  granted, 
or  which  may  be  granted  hereafter  by  Congress  unto  the  uni¬ 
versity,  as  such,  or  in  aid  of  the  instruction  to  be  given  in  any  of 
its  departments,  with  all  other  grants,  donations  or  devises  for 
said  university,  or  for  any  of  its  departments,  shall  vest  in  said 
university,  and  be  exclusively  used  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  granted,  donated  or  devised.  The  said  lands  may  be 
leased  on  terms  approved  by  the  land  commissioners,  but  may 
not  be  sold  on  terms  not  approved  by  Congress. 

Open  to  all— support  of 

Sec.  16.  The  university  shall  be  equally  open  to  students 
of  both  sexes,  irrespective  of  race  or  color;  and,  in  order  that 
the  instruction  furnished  may  be  as  nearly  free  as  possible,  any 
amount  in  addition  to  the  income  from  its  grants  of  lands  and 
other  sources  above  mentioned,  necessary  to  its  support  and 
maintenance  in  a  condition  of  full  efficiency,  shall  be  raised  bv 
taxation  or  otherwise  under  provisions  of  the  Legislature. 
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Trustees. 

Sec.  17.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the 
management  of  the  university,  its  lands  and  other  property  by  a 
board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  not  less  than  seven  members,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  and  the  President  of  the  university,  and  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction,  as  members  ex  officio,  as  such 
having  the  right  to  speak,  but  not  to  vote.  The  duties  and 
powers  of  the  trustees  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

[For  further  information  concerning  the  State  University,  catalogues  may 
be  obtained  gratuitously,  postage  paid,  upon  application  to  the  secretary  of  the 
board  or  president  of  the  university  at  Laramie,  Wyoming.] 

Permanent  location  of  the  capital,  state  university,  etc.,  to  be  submitted. 

Sec.  23.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  change 
or  locate  the  seat,  of  government,  the  [state  university,  insane 
asylum,  or  state  penitentiary,  but  may,  after  the  expiration  of  ten 
(10)  years  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  provide  by  law 
for  submitting  the  question  of  the  permanent  locations  thereof, 
respectively,  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  at  some  gen¬ 
eral  election,  and  a  majority  of  all  votes  upon  said  question  cast 
at  said  election,  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  location 
thereof;  but  for  said  period  of  ten  (10)  years,  and  until  the  same 
are  respectively  and  permanently  located,  as  herein  provided, 
the  location  of  the  seat  of  government  and  said  institutions  shall 
be  as  follows: 

The  seat  of  government  shall  be  located  at  the  city  of  Chey-. 
enne,  in  the  county  of  Laramie;  the  state  university  shall  be 
located  at  the  city  of  Laramie,  in  the  county  of  iVlbany;  the 
insane  asylum  shall  be  located  at  the  town  of  Evanston,  in  the 
county  of  Uinta;  the  penitentiary  shall  be  located  at  the  city  of 
Rawlins,  in  the  county  of  Carbon;  but  the  Legislature  may  pro¬ 
vide  by  law  that  said  penitentiary  may  be  converted  to  other 
public  uses.  The  Legislature  shall  not  locate  any  other  public 
institutions  except  under  general  laws  and  by  vote  of  the  people. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

TAXATION  AND  REVENUE. 

*  *  *  .  *  * 

Limitation  of  state  levy. 

Sec.  4.  For  State  revenue,  there  shall  be  levied  annually  a 
tax  not  to  exceed  four  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  valua- 
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tion  of  the  property  in  the  State,  except  for  the  support  of  State 
educational  and  charitable  institutions,  the  payment  of  the  State 
debt  and  the  interest  thereon. 

County  levy  limited— poll  tax. 

Sec.  5.  For  county  revenue,  there  shall  be  levied  annu¬ 
ally  a  tax  not  to  exceed  twelve  mills  on  the  dollar  for  all  purposes, 
including  general  school  tax,  exclusive  of  State  revenues,  except 
for  the  payment  of  its  public  debt  and  the  interest  thereon.  An 
additional  tax  of  two  dollars  for  each  person  between  the  ages 
of  twenty-one  years  and  fifty  years,  inclusive,  shall  be  annually 
levied  for  county  school  purposes. 

*  *  *  *  * 

Public  money  not  to  be  a  source  of  profit  to  officer. 

Sec.  8.  The  making  of  profit,  directly  or  indirectly,  out  of 
State,  county,  city,  town  or  school  district  money  or  other  public 
fund,  or  using  the  same  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  by  law, 
by  any  public  officer,  shall  be  deemed  a  felony,  and  shall  be 
punished  as  provided  by  law. 

***** 

Exemption  from  taxation. 

Sec.  12.  The  property  of  the  United  States,  the  State, 
counties,  cities,  towns,  school  districts,  municipal  corporations  and 
public  libraries,  lots  with  the  buildings  thereon  used  exclusively  for 
religious  worship,  church  parsonages,  public  cemeteries,  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation,  and  such  other  property  as  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  may  by  general  law  provided. 

***** 


ARTICLE  XVI. 

PUBLIC  INDEBTEDNESS. 

Certain  donations  prohibited-  internal  improvement. 

Sec.  6.  Neither  the  State,  nor  any  county,  city,  township, 
town  school  district,  or  any  other  political  sub-division,  shall  loan 
or  give  its  credit  or  make  donations  to  or  in  aid  of  any  individual, 
association  or  incorporation,  except  for  necessary  support  of  the 
poor,  nor  subscribe  to  or  become  the  owner  of  the  capital  stock 
of  any  association  or  corporation.  The  State  shall  not  engage 
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CONSTITUTION. 


in  any  work  of  internal  improvement  unless  authorized  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  people. 

***** 

Certificate  as  to  debt  limit  required. 

Sec.  8.  No  bond  or  evidence  of  indebtedness  of  the  State 
shall  be  valid  unless  the  same  shall  have  endorsed  thereon  a  cer¬ 
tificate  signed  by  the  Auditor  and  Secretary  of  State  that  the 
bond  or  evidence  of  debt  is  issued  pursuant  to  law  and  is  within 
the  debt  limit.  No  bond  or  evidence  of  debt  of  any  county,  or  bond 
of  any  township  or  other  political  sub-division,  shall  be  valid  unless 
the  same  shall  have  been  endorsed  thereon  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  county  auditor  or  other  officer  authorized  by  law  to  sign 
such  certificate,  stating  that  said  bond  or  evidence  of  debt  is 
issued  pursuant  to  law  and  is  within  the  debt  limit. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

PUBLIC  LANDS  AND  DONATIONS. 

Acceptance  of  grants  by  the  United  States. 

Section  i.  The  State  of  Wyoming  hereby  agrees  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  grants  of  lands  heretofore  made,  or  that  may  be  here¬ 
after  made  by  the  United  States  to  the  State,  for  educational 
purposes,  for  public  buildings  and  institutions,  and  for  other 
objects,  and  donations  of  money  with  the  conditions  and  limi¬ 
tations  that  may  be  imposed  by  the  act  or  acts  of  Congress, 
making  such  grants  or  donations,  such  lands  shall  be  disposed 
of  only  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder,  alter 
having  been  duly  appraised  by  the  land  commissioners,*  at  not 
less  than  three-fourths  of  the  appraised  value  thereof,  and  for  not 
less  than  $10  per  acre;  -provided ,  that  in  case  of  actual  and  bona 
fide  settlement  and  improvement  thereon  at  the  time  of  the  adoption 
of  this  Constitution,  such  actual  settlers  have  the  preference  right 
to  purchase  the  land  whereon  he  may  have  settled,  not  exceeding 
160  acres,  at  a  sum  not  less  than  the  appraised  value  thereof,  and 
in  making  such  appraisement  the  value  of  improvements  shall 
not  be  taken  into  consideration.  If,  at  any  time  hereafter,  the 
United  States  shall  grant  any  arid  lands  in  the  State  to  the  State, 
on  the  condition  that  the  State  reclaim  and  dispose  of  them  to 
actual  settlers,  the  Legislature  shall  be  authorized  to  accept  such 
arid  lands  on  such  conditions,  or  other  conditions,  if  the  same 
are  practicable  and  reasonable.

Application  of  proceeds. 

Sec.  2.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  and  rental  of  all  lands 
and  other  property  donated,  granted  or  received,  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  donated,  granted  or  received  from  the  United 
States  or  any  other  source,  shall  be  inviolately  appropriated  and 
applied  to  the  specific  purposes  specified  in  the  original  grant  or 
gifts. 

State  board  of  land  commissioners. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc¬ 
tion  and  Secretary  of  State  shall  constitute  a  board  of  land 
commissioners  who,  under  such  regulations  as  may*  be  provided 
by  law,  shall  have  the  direction,  control,  disposition  and  care  of 
all  lands  that  have  been  heretofore  or  may  hereafter  be  granted 
to  the  State. 

Laws  to  be  passed  for  sale  and  lease  of  land— care  of  funds. 

Sec.  4.  The  Legislature  shall  enact  the  necessary  laws 
for  the  sale,  disposal,  leasing  or  care  of  all  lands  that  have  been 
or  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  the  State,  and  shall,  at  the  earliest 
practicable  period,  provide  by  law  for  the  location  and  selection 
of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  by 
Congress  to  the  State,  and  shall  pass  laws  for  the  suitable  keep¬ 
ing,  transfer  and  disbursement  of  the  land  grant  funds,  and  shall 
require  of  all  officers  charged  with  the  same  or  the  safe  keeping 
thereof  to  give  ample  bonds  for  all  moneys  and  funds  received 
by  them. 

Laws  granting  privileges  prohibited. 

Sec.  5.  Except  a  preference  right  to  buy,  as  in  this  Con¬ 
stitution  otherwise  provided,  no  law  shall  ever  be  passed  by  the 
Legislature  granting  any  privileges  to  persons  who  may  have 
settled  upon  any  of  the  school  lands  granted  to  the  State  subse¬ 
quent  to  the  survey  thereof  by  the  general  government,  by  which 
the  amount  to  be  derived  by  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  such 
lands,  shall  be  diminished  directly  or  indirectly. 

Unexpended  proceeds. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  portion  of  the  interest  or  income  of  the 
perpetual  school  fund  be  not  expended  during  any  year,  said 
portion  shall  be  added  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  said  school 
fund.

General  duties  of  superintendent. 


Sec.  3906.  The  duties  of  Superintendent  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows:  He  shall  file  all  papers,  reports  and  public  documents 
transmitted  to  him  by  the  school  officers  of  the  several  counties, 
each  year,  separately,  and  hold  the  same  in  readiness  to  be  ex¬ 
hibited  to  the  Governor,  or  to  any  committees  of  either  house  of 
the  legislative  assembly;  and  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  mat¬ 
ter  pertaining  to  the  business  of  his  office.  He  shall  have  a 
general  supervision  of  all  the  district  schools  of  the  State,  and 
shall  see  that  the  school  system  is,  as  early  as  practicable,  put  in 
uniform  operation.  He  shall  prepare  and  have  printed  suitable 
forms  for  all  reports  required  by  this  title,  and  shall  transmit  the 
same,  with  such  instructions  in  reference  to  the  course  of  studies 
as  he  may  judge  advisable,  to  the  several  officers  entrusted  with 
their  management  and  care.  He  shall  make  all  further  rules 
and  regulations  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  law  into  full 
effect,  according  to  its  spirit  and  intent,  which  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  though  contained  herein.  He  shall 
make  a  report  to  the  legislative  assembly  on  the  first  day  of  each 
regular  session  thereof,  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  public 
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schools,  and  such  other  matters  relating  to  the  affairs  of  his 
office  as  he  may  think  proper  to  communicate.  [  C.  L.  187 6, 
ch.  103,  p.  526,  §  2.]

Enumeration  of  duties  and  powers. 

Sec.  3914,  (as  amended  by  laws  of  1888,  ch.  67,  pages 
141  and  142).  The  duties  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools 
shall  be  as  follows:  He  shall  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  of 
each  year  transmit  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  a 
report  containing  an  abstract  of  the  several  particulars  set  forth 
in  the  reports  of  the  district  clerks,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  his  office  and  such  suggestions  as  he  may 
think  proper  relative  to  the  schools  of  his  countv.  He  shall  dis¬ 
tribute  to  the  districts  within  his  county  such  blank  forms,  circu¬ 
lars  and  other  communications  as  may  be  transmitted  to  him  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  On 
the  first  Monday  in  December  annually  he  shall  apportion  the 
county  school  tax  and  all  money  in  the  county  treasury  belonging 
to  the  county  school  fund  in  the  following  manner:  Each  school 
district  in  his  county  shall  be  apportioned  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  the  payment  of  teachers  in  such  district,  and 
all  moneys  remaining  after  such  apportionment  shall  be  appor¬ 
tioned  to  each  district  pro  rata ,  according  to  the  number  of  pupils 
in  attendance  in  the  schools  of  said  district  reported  to  him  by 
the  several  district  clerks;  but  no  district  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  payment  of 
teachers  beside  the  pro  rata  apportionment  as  provided  in  this 
section  when  there  are  less  than  eight  scholars  of  school  age  in 
said  district  ;  and  he  shall  record  a  statement  thereof  in  his  office, 
and  he  shall  also  notify  the  county  treasurer  of  such  apportion¬ 
ment.  He  shall  immediately  draw  an  order  on  the  county  trea¬ 
surer  in  favor  of  the  treasurer  of  each  district  for  the  amount  of 
its  proportion,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  dis¬ 
trict;  Provided ,  Such  district  treasurer  shall  have  given  his  offi¬ 
cial  bond,  which  draft  the  county  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the 
district  treasurer  on  presentation  of  the  draft  properly  endorsed. 
Should  no  apportionment  of  the  school  funds  of  the  county  be 
made  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  as  required  in  this  section, 
he  may  make  an.apportionment  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
in  the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  provided.  He  may  also 
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make  a  supplementary  apportionment  of  the  money  in  the  county 
school  fund  at  any  time  after  the  first  Monday  in  December  prior 
to  the  first  of  the  following  June,  and  such  supplementary  appor¬ 
tionment  shall  be  pro  rata ,  according  to  the  number  of  pupils  in 
attendance  in  any  and  ®all  schools  in  each  district  as  reported 
to  him  by  the  several  district  clerks  in  their  last  annual  reports. 
He  shall  divide  the  settled  parts  of  the  county  into  school  dis¬ 
tricts,  and  may  alter  and  change  the  boundaries  of  districts  thus 
formed  from  time  to  time  as  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  aforesaid  districts  may  require,  and  shall  proceed  to  make 
such  change  at  any  time  when  petitioned  by  two-thirds  of  the 
legal  voters  of  any  district.  He  shall  examine  every  person 
offering  himself  or  herself  as  teacher  of  public  schools,  and  if  in 
his  opinion  such  person  is  qualified  to  teach  a  public  school,  shall 
give  him  or  her  a  certificate  authorizing  him  or  her  to  teach  a 
public  school  in  his  county  for  one  year.  Whenever  practicable, 
the  examinations  of  teachers  shall  be  competitive,  and  the  certifi¬ 
cate  shall  be  granted  according  to  the  qualifications  of  the  appli¬ 
cant.  He  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  schools 
in  his  county,  and  shall  visit  each  school  as  least  once  each  term, 
and  shall  have  power  to  dismiss  all  teachers  he  may  find  to  be 
incompetent.  (Approved  March  9th,  1888.) 

Failure  to  make  roport— Penalty. 

Sec.  3915.  Should  he  fail  to  make  his  reports,  as  required 
in  the  foregoing  section,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  suit  shall  be  brought  on  his  official  bond  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  the  same,  with  damages,  by  the  prosecuting  attorney.

Notice  of  formation  of  new  district. 

Sec.  3918.  Whenever  a  school  district  shall  be  formed  in 
any  county,  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  in  such  county 
shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  prepare  a  notice  of  the  for¬ 
mation  of  such  district,  describing  its  boundaries  and  stating  the 
number  thereof,  and  appointing  a  time  and  place  for  the  district 
meeting.  He  shall  cause  the  notice,  thus  prepared,  to  be  posted 
in  at  least  five  public  places  in  the  district,  at  least  ten  days  before

An^v  parent  or  guardian,  or  other  person,  hav¬ 
ing  children  in  their  charge  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  six¬ 
teen  years,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  chapter,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine

child  in  some  school  of  the  county  in  which  such  child  may  be 
found  by  said  board;  if  any  such  child  or  ward  is  wilfully  violat¬ 
ing  the  conditions  of  this  law,  it  shall  become  the  duty  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools,  on  witten  notfce  from  the 
board,  to  make  a  complaint  before  some  justice  of  the  peace 
against  the  parent  or  guardian  of  said  child  or  ward,  or  to  make 
complaint  against  such  child  or  ward,  as  provided  in  cases  of 
vagrancy,  under  the  laws  of  this  territory.  [C.  L.  1876,  ch.  103

treasurer’s  bond  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  said  board  of  directors-

Cancellation  and  burning  of  paid  bonds. 

Sec.  3992.  From  time  to  time  and  as  the  bonds  issued  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  act  of  December  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  shall  be  re¬ 
deemed  or  exchanged  for  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,

Authority  to  issue  bonds. 

Sec.  3995.  The  board  of  directors  of  school  district  number  one  in  the 
County  of  Albany,  Territory  of  Wyoming,  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  said  school  district  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming,  re¬ 
tiring  and  cancelling  the  bonds  issued  by  said  board  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  February  twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-two.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.  86,  §1.] 

Terms  of  bonds. 

Sec.  3996.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  issue  said  bonds  for  the  amount 
mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  sufficient 
for  the  purpose  contemplated  by  this  chapter;  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  sums 
of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  and  shall  be  redeemed  by  said,  district  within  a 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  years  and  not  less  than  one  year  from  date  of  issue, 
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and  shall  bear  interest  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  on 
each  dollar  of  their  face,  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  said  board  of 
directors;  said  bonds  shall  be  numbered  from  one  upwards,  and  before  being 
issued  shall  be  registered  by  the  county  treasurer  of  said  Albany  County.

Sec.  3999.  Said  bonds  shall  have  coupons  attached,  representing  the  inter¬

clerk,  a  list  of  the  numbers  and  the  amounts  of  said  cancelled  and  burnt  bonds 
being  made  and  verified  by  the  county  treasurer  and  sheriff  of  said  Albany 
County,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  said  county,  for  preservation 
as  a  record  of  the  numbers  and  amounts  of  the  bonds  so  cancelled  and  burned, 
and  the  persons  present  and  assisting  at  the  destruction  and  burning  of  the 
bonds  shall  certify  at  the  bottom  of  said  list  that  the  bonds  by  their  dates,  num¬ 
bers  and  amounts  were  those  which  they  destroyed  in  pursuance  of  this  chap¬ 
ter.

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February  twenty -eighth,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  shall  fail  to 
present  them  for  payment  at  the  time  in  said  notice  mentioned,  that  thereafter 
said  bonds  shall  cease  to  draw  interest.

Treasurer’s  compensation. 

Sec.  4006.  The  county  treasurer  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  re¬

Committee  to  superintend  construction. 

Sec.  4008.  James  France,  John  C.  Davis,  William  Jungquist,  Isaac  C. 
Miller  and  John  C.  Fri-end  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a  committee  to 
superintend  the  construction  of  said  school  house  to  be  built  on  block  thirty,  in 
the  town  of  Rawlins,  County  of  Carbon  and  Territory  of  Wyoming;  and  they, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  receive  or  reject  bids  and  make  con¬

Letting  contracts  for  construction.

good  and  sufficient  security  for  the  faithful  fulfillment  of  such  contract  as  may 
be  awarded  to  him.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.  16,  §  3.] 

Terms  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4010.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  issue  school  house  bonds  for  such 
an  amount,  not  exceeding  the  amount  mentioned  in  section  four  thousand  and 
seven,  as  shall  be  found  sufficient  for  the  purpose  contemplated  in  this  chapter. 
Such  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  sums  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  and  shall  be  re¬

Registration  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4011.  The  county  treasurer  of  Carbon  County  shall  keep  a  book  in 
which  shall  be  registered  all  such  bonds,  showing  the  number  of  the  bond,  the 
date  of  issue,  amount,  number  of  coupons,  date  of  redemption,  date  of  registry 
and  payment  of  interest,  which  book  shall,  during  business  hours,  be  open  for 
inspection.

Annual  bond  tax. 

Sec.  4014  There  shall  be  annually  levied  by  the  board  of  county  commis¬ 
sioners  of  Carbon  County  on  all  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said 
school  district  a  tax  not  to  exceed  seven  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation,  which 
shall  be  known  as  the  “school  house  bond  fund  of  school  district  number  three.”

The  said  board  of  directors  shall  each  year  after  the  fifth,  retire 
as  many  of  said  bonds  as  can  be  redeemed  with  the  amount  of  said  school  house 
bond  fund  at  the  time  in  the  hands  of  the  county  treasurer,  and  in  all  cases  such 
bonds  shall  be  redeemed  by  the  payment  of  number  one  first,  and  proceeding 
consecutively  upwards  with  those  outstanding.  All  cancelled  bonds  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  board  of  directors  at  such  times  as  they  may  direct.  [S.  L.

Pledge  of  taxable  property. 

Sec.  4016.  That  all  taxable  property  of  said  school  district  as  it  now  stands 
is  hereby  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  in 
the  manner  herein  provided,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  or  divert  any  por¬ 
tion  of  said  school  house  fund  for  any  purpose  whatever,  except  the  payment 
of  said  principal  and  interest  and  as  provided  in  section  four  thousand  and  four¬ 
teen.

Custody  of  funds-  Separate  bond  of  treasurer.

and  realized  from  the  sale  of  bonds  as  herein  provided  for,  and  such  treasurer’s 
separate  bond  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  said  board  of  directors.  [S.

Treasurer’s  compensation. 

Sec.  4018.  The  county  treasurer  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  re¬ 
ceiving  and  disbursing  the  funds  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds,  as  may  be 
allowed  by  the  said  board  of  directors,  not  to  exceed  two  per  centum  on  each 
dollar  actually  received  and  disbursed  by  him  upon  the  order  or  orders  of  said 
committee.  But  he  shall  not  receive  any  compensation  on  any  sum  or  sums 
turned  over  by  him  to  his  successor  in  office.

Construction  committee  to  give  bonds. 

Sec.  4019.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties,  each  member  of  said  com¬ 
mittee  shall  enter  into  a  bond  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  two  or  more  good 
and  sufficient  sureties,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required  of  him 
as  such  committee-man,  which  bond  shall  run  to  school  district  number  three, 
of  Carbon  County,  Wyoming  Territory,  and  shall  be  approved  by  and  filed  with 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  district;  and  said  committee  shall  report  their  do¬ 
ings  in  the  premises  to  said  board  of  directors  at  the  regular  meetings  of  said 
board,  or  at  such  special  meetings  as  said  board  may  appoint  for  that  purpose.

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Authority  to  issue  bonds. 

Sec.  4020.  For  the  purpose  of  funding  the  existing  indebtedness  of  school 
district  number  two,  in  the  County  of  Johnson,  and  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
stated,  the  board  of  directors  of  said  district  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  said  district,  in  any  amount  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars.  [S. 
L.  1886,  ch.  86,  §  1.] 

Terms  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4021.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  sums  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
and  shall  be  made  payable  in  ten  years  from  date  of  issue,  or  sooner,  as  herein¬ 
after  provided,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum,  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  said  board  of  directors;  said 
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bonds  shall  be  numbered  from  one  upwards,  and  before  being  issued  shall  be 
registered  by  the  treasurer  of  said  County  of  Johnson,  and  they  shall  be  issued 
by  order  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  district.

The  county  treasurer  of  said  Johnson  County  shall  keep  a  book 
in  which  shall  be  registered  all  of  said  bonds,  showing  the  number  of  the  bond, 
the  date  of  issue,  to  whom  issued,  amount,  date  of  redemption,  date  of  registry 
and  payment  of  interest,  which  book  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  any  and 
all  persons  during  business  hours.

Execution  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4023.  All  bonds  issued  by  virtue  of  this  chapter  shall  be  signed  bv 
the  director  of  the  board  of  said  district,  and  by  the  clerk  of  said  district,  and 
shall  have  the  seal  of  said  district  attached,  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
county  treasurer  of  said  Johnson  County,  and  no  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less 
than  par.

Interest  coupons. 

Sec.  4024.  Said  bonds  shall  have  coupons  attached  representing  the  inter¬ 
est  to  be  paid  each  year,  which  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  director  of  the 
board  of  said  district  and  the  clerk  of  said  district,  and  countersigned  by  the 
treasurer  of  said  Johnson  County,  and  the  coupon  representing  the  interest 
shall  be  detached  from  the  bond  before  presentation  for  payment  of  the  interest 
for  the  year  corresponding,  and  upon  being  paid,  the  said  coupons  shall  be  can¬ 
celled  by  stamping  and  writing  the  word  ‘‘cancelled”  across  the  face  of  said 
coupon,  and  the  interest  on  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  the  county 
treasurer’s  office  of  said  Johnson  County,  on  the  first  and  ten  succeeding  days 
of  January  in  each  year  (Sundays  excepted),  and  the  interest  shall  be  payable 
annually.

Annual  frond  tax. 

Sec.  4025.  There  shall  annually  be  levied  by  the  board  of  county  commis¬ 
sioners  of  said  Johnson  County,  on  all  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said 
school  district,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation,  the 
amount  of  such  levy  to  be  determined  and  requested  by  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  district,  which  tax  shall  be  known  as  the  “district  bond  tax  of  school 
district  number  two.”  Said  tax  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  county 
taxes,  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury  by  the  collector  of  taxes,  and  the  fund 
raised  thereby  shall  only  be  used  to  pay  the  interest  or  principal  of  said  bonds.

The  said  board  of  directors  of  said  district  shall  each  year  retire 
as  many  of  said  bonds,  not  exceeding  one-tenth  of  the  total  issue,  as  can  be  re¬ 
deemed  with  the  amount  of  said  “district  bond  tax  fund”  at  the  time  in  the 
hands  of  the  county  treasurer,  the  first  redemption  or  retirement  to  occur  on  or 
immediately  after  December  thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six.  In

Pledge  of  taxable  property. 

Sec.  4027.  All  the  taxable  property  of  such  district  is  hereby  pledged  to 
the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  in  the  manner  herein 
provided,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  or  divert  any  portion  of  said  bond 
fund  for  any  purpose  whatever,  except  the  payment  of  said  principal  and  interest.

Notice  of  redemption. 

Sec.  4028.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  of  said  Johnson 
County,  at  the  request  and  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
school  district,  to  notify  the  holders  of  the  bonds  to  be  redeemed,  by  advertise¬ 
ment  in  some  newspaper  published  in  said  county,  for  four  consecutive  weeks, 
or  bv  personal  notice,  that  the  bonds,  stating  the  number  and  to  whom  issued, 
will  be  paid  on  presentation  thereof  to  the  county  treasurer.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.

When  bonds  fail  to  draw  interest. 

Sec.  4029.  If  said  bonds  are  not  presented  within  twenty  days  after  such 
personal  notice,  or  the  completion  of  the  advertisement,  they  shall  fail  to  draw 
interest  thereafter,  and  the  surplus  funds  may  be  used  to  retire  other  bonds  than 
those  advertised  or  noticed,  and  immediately  in  the  order  succeeding,  and  the 
bonds  advertised  or  noticed  for  payment  need  not  be  paid  until  the  next  year. 
All  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  the  said  county  treasurer’s  office.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.

Preparation  and  sale  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4030.  The  bonds  and  coupons  herein  authorized,  shall  be  prepared  by 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  district,  and  the  said 
board  of  directors  shall  have  authority,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  nego¬ 
tiate  a  sale  of  said  bonds  at  par  value,  and  the  money  received  by  the  sale  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  used  in  payment  of  the  existing  indebtedness  of  said  district, 
and  for  the  necessary  furnishing  of  the  school  buildings  of  said  district,  and  such 
other  purposes  as  the  said  district  or  the  board  of  directors  may  determine.  [S.

Custody  of  funds— Treasurer’s  compensation. 

Sec.  4031.  The  county  treasurer  of  said  Johnson  County  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  funds  realized  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  until  the  same  is  drawn 
out  by  the  order  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  district,  and  he  shall  ’ be  en¬ 
titled  to  receive  one  per  cent,  commission  for  the  safe  keeping  and  accounting 
for  the  same;  Provided ,  That  said  county  treasurer  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any' 
commission  on  anv  funds  turned  over  to  his  successor  in  office.

Separate  bond  of  Treasurer. 

Sec.  4032.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  district  shall  require  the  said 
county  treasurer  to  give  to  said  district  a  separate  bond,  in  such  sum  as  said 
board  may  deem  proper,  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned  for  the 
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faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  chapter,  and  the  faith¬ 
ful  accounting  for  the  moneys  deposited  with  him  and  realized  from  the  sale  of 
said  bonds,  as  herein  provided  for,  and  such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  said 
board,  and  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  said  board  of  directors.

Payment  of  preliminary  expenses. 

Sec.  4033.  All  the  expenses  of  preparing  and  engraving  said  bonds  and  cou¬ 
pons,  negotiating  the  sale  thereof,  and  the  payment  of  the  county  treasurer’s 
commission,  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  geueral  fund  of  the  district,  upon  the 
order  of  the  board  of  directors.

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Authority  to  issue  bonds  and  erect  building. 

Sec.  4034.  The  board  of  directors  of  school  district  number  one,  in  the 
County  of  Uinta,  and  Territory  of  Wyoming,  are  hereby  authorized  to  build  or 
cause  to  be  built  a  school  house  in  or  near  the  Town  of  Evanston,  in  said  school 
district  number  one,  in  said  county,  and  for  that  purpose  they  are  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  school  district  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  which  said  school  house  shall  be  built  and  said  bonds  issued 
only  under  and  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  Provided ,  That  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  school  district  shall  so  elect  and  determine  at  any  regular  annual 
meeting  or  any  special  meeting  held  for  such  purpose.  [S.  L.  1884,  ch  97,  §  1.] 

Committee  to  superintend  construction. 

Sec.  4035.  A.  C.  Beckwith,  J.  Van  A.  Carter,  J.  L.  Atkinson,  G.  F.  Chap¬ 
man  and  Jesse  Knight  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a  committee  to  se¬ 
lect  and  purchase  a  site  for  said  school  house,  to  superintend  the  construction  of 
said  school  house,  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  receive 
and  reject  bids  and  make  contracts  for  the  building  of  the  same,  to  receive  and 
sell  such  bonds  as  may  hereafter  be  issued  by  virtue  of  this  chapter,  and  to  carry 
out  such  plans  and  instructions  as  may  especially  come  within  the  authority  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  district,  and  any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  com¬ 
mittee  by  reason  of  the  refusal  or  failure  to  act,  resignation  or  inability  to  serve 
of  any  member  of  such  committee,  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members 
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thereof,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  selected  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be 
deemed  and  considered  a  member  of  such  committee,  the  same  as  if  he  had  been 
constituted  and  appointed  thereto  under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  [S.  L,

Xetting  contracts  for  construction. 

Sec.  4036.  If  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  such  electors  at  such  annual  or 
special  election  a  school  house  is  ordered  to  be  built,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
committee  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  and  contracts  for  the  building  of 
said  school  house  in  such  manner  as  said  committee  may  deem  best  for  the  in¬

lowest  responsible  bidder;  and  they  may  require  a  bond  from  any  contractor  in 
any  amount  not  less  than  double  the  amount  of  the  contract,  with  good  and 
sufficient  security,  for  the  faithful  fulfillment  of  such  contract  as  may  be  award¬ 
ed  to  him.  [S.  L.  1884,  ch.  97,  §  3.] 

Terms  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4037.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  issue  school  house  bonds  for  such 
an  amount,  not  exceeding  the  amount  mentioned  in  section  four  thousand  and 
thirty-four,  as  shall  be  found  sufficient  for  the  purpose  contemplated  in  this 
chapter.  Such  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  sums  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  and  shall

Registry  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4038.  The  county  treasurer  of  said  Uinta  County  shall  keep  a  book 
in  which  shall  be  registered  all  such  bonds,  showing  the  number  of  the  bond, 
date  of  issue,  amount,  numbers  of  coupons,  date  of  redemption,  date  of  registry 
and  payment  of  interest,  which  book  shall,  during  business  hours,  be  open  to 
inspection.  [S.  L.  1884,  ch;  97,  §  5.] 

Execution  and  sale  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4039.  All  bonds  issued  bv  virtue  of  this  chapter  shall  be  signed  by  the 
director  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  school  district,  countersigned  by  the 
county  treasurer  of  said  county  and  attested  by  the  clerk  of  said  school 
district,  with  the  seal  of  said  district  attached,  which  said  seal  shall  be  provided 
for  such  purpose  and  other  district  purposes  provided  by  law,  and  none  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  their  face  value,  and  shall  not  be  sold  until 
thirty  days’  notice  shall  have  been  given  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circula¬ 
tion  in  the  Territory  of  Wyoming.

Redemption  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4042.  The  said  board  of  directors  shall,  each  year  after  the  fifth,  retire 
as  many  of  said  bonds  as  can  be  redeemed  with  the  amount  of  said  school  house 
bond  fund  at  the  time  in  the  hands  of  the  county  treasurer,  and  in  all  cases  such 
bonds  shall  be  redeemed  by  the  payment  of  number  one  first,  and  proceeding 
consecutively  upwards  with  those  Outstanding.  All  cancelled  bonds  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  board  of  directors  at  such  times  as  they  may  direct.  [S.  L.

Pledge  of  taxable  property. 

Sec.  4043.  All  taxable  property  of  said  school  district,  as  it  now  stands,  is 
hereby  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  in 
the  manner  herein  provided,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  or  divert  any  por¬ 
tion  of  said  school  house  bond  fund  for  any  purpose  whatever,  except  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  said  principal  and  interest.

Custody  of  funds— Separate  bond  of  treasurer.

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treasurer’s  separate  bond  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  said  board  of 
directors.

A.  V.  Quinn,  N.  Beeman  and  Thomas  Blvth  are  hereby  consti¬ 
tuted  a  committee  to  purchase  the  necessary  heating  apparatus  and  furniture  for 
said  school  house,  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  receive 
and  reject  bids  and  make  contracts  in  relation  thereto,  and  to  receive  and  sell 
such  bonds  as  may  hereafter  be  issued  by  virtue  of  this  chapter,  andanv  vacancy 
occurring  in  said  committee  bv  reason  of  the  failure  or  refusal  to  act,  resigna¬ 
tion  or  inability  to  serve  of  any  member  of  the  committee,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members  thereof,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  selected  to  fill  such 
vacancy  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  a  member  of  such  committee,  the  same 
as  if  he  had  been  constituted  and  appointed  thereto  in  special  terms  by  the  prov¬ 
isions  of  this  chapter.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties  each  member  of  said 
committee  shall  enter  into  a  bond  of  one  thousand  dollars,  with  two  or  more 
good  and  sufficient  sureties  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  commit¬ 
tee  man,  which  bond  shall  run  to  school  district  number  one  of  Uinta  County, 
Wyoming  Territory,  and  shall  be  approved  and  filed  with  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  district.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.  6,  §  2.] 

Registration  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4049.  The  county  treasurer  of  said  Uinta  County  shall  keep  a  book 
in  which  shall  be  registered  all  such  bonds,  showing  the  number  of  the  bond, 
date  of  issue,  amount,  number  of  coupons,  date  of  redemption,  date  of  registry 
and  payment  of  interest,  which  book  shall,  during  business  hours,  be  open  to 
inspection.  S.  L.  1886,  ch.  6,  §  3.] 

Interest  coupons— Execution  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4050.  Said  bonds  shall  have  coupons  attached  representing  the  inter¬ 
est  to  be  paid  each  year,  and  the  coupons  representing  such  interest  shall  be  de¬ 
tached  from  the  bonds  before  presentation  for  payment  of  the  interest  for  the 
year  corresponding,  and  upon  payment  shall  be  torthwith  cancelled  by  the  coun-’ 
ty  treasurer  by  writing  the  word  ‘‘cancelled”  across  the  face  thereof.  The 
interest  on  all  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  the  county  treasury  of  said  Uinta 
County,  and  all  bonds  issued  by  virtue  of  this  chapter  shall  be  signed  bv  the 
director  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  school  district,  countersigned  by  the 
county  treasurer  of  said  county  and  attested  by  the  clerk  of  said  district,  with 
the  seal  of  said  district  attached,  and  none  of  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less 
than  their  face  value.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.  6,  §  4.] 

Annual  bond  tax. 

Sec.  4051.  There  shall  be  annually  levied  by  the  board  of  county  commis¬ 
sioners  of  Uinta  County,  on  all  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said 
school  district,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  three  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation,  which 
shall  be  known  as  the  “district  bond  fund  of  school  district  number  one.”  Said 
tax  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  used  to 
pay  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds  and  for  no  other  purpose,  and  said  tax 
shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  the  county  taxes, 
and  paid  into  the  county  treasury  by  the  collector  of  taxes.  [S.  L.  1S86,  ch.  6, 
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Redemption  of  bonds. 

Sec.  4052.  The  said  board  of  directors  shall,  each  year  after  the  fifth,  retire 
as  many  of  said  bonds  as  can  be  redeemed  with  the  amount  of  district  bond  fund 
at  the  time  in  the  hands  of  the  county  treasurer,  and  in  all  cases  such  bonds  shall 
be  redeemed  by  the  payment  of  number  one  first,  and  proceeding  consecutively 
upwards  with  those  outstanding.  All  cancelled  bonds  shall  be  turned  over  to 
the  board  of  directors  as  they  shall  direct.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.  6,  §  6.] 

Pledge  of  taxable  property. 

Sec.  4053.  All  taxable  property  of  said  school  district,  as  it  now  stands,  is 
herebv  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interested  said  bonds,  and 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  or  divert  any  portion  of  said  district  bond  fund  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  except  the  payment  of  said  principal  and  interest.  [S. 
L.  1886,  ch.  6,  §  7.] 

Custody  of  funds. 

Sec.  4054.  The  county  treasurer  of  Uinta  County  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  funds  realized  from  the  sale  of  such  bonds,  and  shall  pay  the  same  out 
upon  the  written  order  of  said  committee,  signed  by  its  chairman  and  attested  by 
its  clerk,  taking  the  receipt  in  all  cases  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  said  order 
is  drawn,  which  order  and  receipt  shall  be  his  voucher  for  moneys  so  paid.  [S. 
L.  1886,  ch.  6,  §  8.] 

^Treasurer’s  compensation. 

Sec.  4055.  The  county  treasurer  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  re¬ 
ceiving  and  disbursing  the  funds  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  as  may  be 
allowed  by  said  board  of  directors,  not  to  exceed  two  per  centum  on  each  dollar 
actually  received  and  disbursed  by  him  upon  the  order  or  orders  of  said  com¬ 
mittee,  but  he  shall  not  receive  any  compensation  on  any  sum  or  sums  turned 
over  bv  him  to  his  successor  in  office.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.  6,  §  9.] 


CHAPTER  37. 

UINTA  COUNTY  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  NO.  6 - DISPOSITION  OF  PROCEEDS

of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Wyoming,  be,  and  the  same  is  herebv, 
repealed. 

Distribution  of  funds  received  from  sale  of  bonds. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  moneys  or  taxes  heretofore  collected  and 
paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  said  Uinta  County  under  and  bv 
virtue  of  said  chapter  seven  (7),  title  forty-six  (aforesaid),  be,  by 
the  county  treasurer,  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  said  school  district  number  six  (6)  to  be  by  him  dis¬ 
tributed  among  the  various  funds  of  said  district,  as  the  board  of 
directors  of  said  district  shall  direct. 

In  force. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and.be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  72 . 

SCHOOLS. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  bonding  of  school  districts  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Territory  of  Wyoming : 

CHAPTER  ONE - SCHOOL  DISTRICT  BONDS. 

Authority  to  call  election  to  determine  upon  issue  of  bonds. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  school  trustees  of  any  school 
district  may,  whenever  a  majority  thereof  so  decide,  submit  to 
the  electors  of  the  district  the  question  whether  the  board  shall 
be  authorized  to  issue  the  coupon  bonds  of  the  district  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  amount  not  to  exceed  three  per  cent,  of  the  taxable  property 
in  said  district,  and  bearing  a  certain  rate  of  interest  not  exceed¬ 
ing  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  payable  and  redeemable  at  a 
certain  time  not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  for  the  purpose  of  build¬ 
ing  one  or  more  school  houses  in  said  district  and  providing  the 
same  with  necessary  furniture:  Provided ',  That  m  all  school 
districts  in  the  territory  wherein  the  electors  thereof  at  a  regular 
meeting-  have  heretofore  authorized  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the 
aforesaid  purposes,  this  act  shall  apply  and  such  bonds  shall  be 
issued  as  herein  provided  without  submitting  the  question  of  vot¬ 
ing  bonds  at  another  election  therein:  Provided  further.  That 
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the  amount  of  bonds  so  voted  does  not  exceed  three  per  centum 
of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  school  district. 

Bond  election  Issue  of  bonds. 

Sec.  2.  Such  elections  must  be  held  in  the  manner  pre¬ 
scribed  for  general  or  special  elections  in  school  districts,  and  the 
ballots  must  contain  the  words  “bonds,  yes”  or  “bonds,  no.”  If 
the  majority  of  the  votes  at  such  election  are  “bonds,  yes”,  the 
board  of  trustees  must  issue  such  bonds  in  such  form  as  the  board 
may  direct;  they  must  bear  the  signatures  of  the  president  of  the 
board  and  be  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the  school  district, 
and  bear  the  district  seal  and  be  countersigned  by  the  county 
treasurer,  and  the  coupons  attached  to  the  bonds  must  be  signed 
by  said  president  and  clerk  and  said  county  treasurer,  and  each 
bond  so  issued  must  be  registered  by  the  county  treasurer  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  must  show  the  number 
and  amount  of  each  bond,  and  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is 
issued,  and  the  said  bonds  must  be  sold  by  the  said  school 
trustees,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sale  of  bonds  -Application  of  proceeds. 

Sec.  3.  The  school  trustees  must  give  notice  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation,  published  in  the  capital  of  this 
territory,  and  also  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  county  in 
which  said  school  district  is  located,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
four  weeks,  to  the  effect  that  the  said  school  trustees  will  sell 
said  bonds,  briefly  describing  the  same,  and  the  time  and  place 
where  such  sale  will  take  place:  Provided ,  That  the  said  bonds 
must  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value,  and  the  said 
trustees  are  authorized  to  reject  any  bids,  and  to  sell  said  bonds 
at  private  sale,  if  they  deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  district; 
and  all  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  must  be  paid 
forthwith  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  in  which  said  district 
may  be  located,  to  the  credit  of  said  district,  and  the  same  shall 
be  immediately  available  for  the  purpose  of  buildiug  or  providing 
the  school  house  or  school  houses  authorized  by  this  act. 

Pledge  for  payment. 

Sce.  4.  The  faith  of  such  school  district  is  solemnly 
pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  and  the  redemption  of 
the  principal  of  all  bonds  which  are  issued  under  this  act. 

Tax  levy  to  redeem  and  pay  interest. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  proper 
county  of  each  district  must  ascertain- and  levy  annually,  the  tax 
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necessary  to  pay  the  interest  as  it  becomes  due,  and  a  sinking 
fund  to  redeem  the  said  bonds  at  their  maturity;  and  said  tax  is  a 
lien  upon  the  property  in  said  school  district,  and  must  be  col¬ 
lected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  for  school  purposes. 
Said  tax  shall  be  known  as  “district  bond  tax  of  school  district 
No.  — 

Redemption. 

Sec.  6.  When  the  sum  in  the  sinking  fund  equals  or  ex¬ 
ceeds  the  amount  of  any  bond  then  due,  the  county  treasurer 
shall  post  in  his  office  a  notice  that  he  will,  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  such  notice,  redeem  the  bonds  then  payable, 
giving  the  number  thereof,  and  the  preference  must  be  given  to 
the  oldest  issue;  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  the -said  thirty  days, 
the  holder  or  holders  of  said  bonds  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  present 
the  same  for  payment,  interest  thereon  must  cease;  but  the  trea¬ 
surer  shall  at  all  times  thereafter  be  ready  to  redeem  the  same  on 
presentation,  and  when  any  bonds  are  so  purchased  or  redeemed, 
the  county  treasurer  must  cancel  the  same  by  writing  across  the 
face  of  each  bond,  in  red  ink,  the  word  “cancelled”  and  date  of  such 
cancellation.  The  annual  interest  on  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  county  on  the 
first  and  ten  succeeding  days  of  January  in  each  year. 

Payment  of  interest. 

Sec.  7.  The  county  treasurer  may  pay  out  of  an}7  moneys 
belonging  to  a  school  district  tax  fund,  the  interest  on  any  bonds 
issued  under  this  act  by  such  school  district,  when  the  same  be¬ 
comes  due,  upon  the  presentation  at  his  office  of  the  proper 
coupon,  which  must  show  the  amount  due  and  the  number  of 
the  bond  to  which  it  belonged,  and  all  coupons  so  paid  must  be 
reported  to  the  school  trustees  at  their  first  regular  meeting  there¬ 
after. 

Preparation  of  bonds. 

Sec.  8.  The  school  trustees  of  any  district  shall  cause  to 
be  printed  or  lithographed  at  the  lowest  rates  suitable  bonds, 
with  the  coupons  attached,  when  the  same  become  necessary, 
and  pay  therefor  out  of  any  moneys  in  their  treasury. 

Penalty  for  mis-application  of  funds  by  trustees. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  of  the  school  trustees  fraudulently  fail  or  re¬ 
fuse  to  pay  into  the  proper  county  treasury  the  money  arising 
from  the  sale  of  any  bonds  provided  for  by  this  act,  they  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  felony  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished 
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by  imprisonment  in  the  territorial  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not 
less  than  one  year,  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

County  treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  funds— Fees. 

Sec.  10.  The  county  treasurer  of  such  county  shall  have 
the  custody  of  all  funds  realized  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  un¬ 
til  the  same  are  drawn  out  by  the  order  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  district,  *and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  one-half 
of  one  per  cent,  commission  for  safe  keeping  and  accounting  for 
the  same :  Provided ,  That  said  county  treasurer  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  any  commission  on  any  funds  turned  over  to  his  suc¬ 
cessor  in  office. 

Additional  bond  of  county  treasurer. 

Sec.  11.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  district  shall  require 
the  same  county  treasurer  to  give  said  district  a  separate  bond  in 
such  sum  as  said  board  may  deem  proper,  with  two  or  more 
sufficient  securities,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act  and  the  faithful  accounting 
for  the  moneys  deposited  with  him  ana  realized  from  the  sale  of 
said  bonds,  as  herein  provided  for,  and  such  bond  shall  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  said  board  and  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  custody  of 
said  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  12.  (Amending  sub-division  5,  section  3927  Revised 
Statutes,  see  page  18  of  this  compilation.) 

CHAPTER  TWO - MISDEMEANORS  CONCERNING  SCHOOLS. 

The  offenses  defined— Penalty. 

Section  i.  Any  person  who  shall  use  insulting  and  abus¬ 
ive  language  to  and  toward  any  teacher  in  or  about  any  public 
school  house,  or  who  shall  wilfully  disturb  any  public  school  or 
district  meeting,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  dol¬ 
lars,  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Offenses  defined— Penalty— Continued. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  break,  cut,  deface, 
despoil,  injure,  damage  or  destroy  any  school  property,  or  who 
shall  cut,  mark,  write  or  otherwise  place  or  put  on,  or  cause  to 
be  placed  or  put  upon,  any  school  property,  any  language  or 
pictures  or  figures  or  signs  of  an  obscene  character,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 

♦Note. — The  provision  as  to  fees  is  repealed  by  Art.  XIV  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  Laws  of  1890-91,  ch.  55. 
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shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars.  The  said  fines  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  school  district  in  which  the  offense  was  committed. 

CHAPTER  THREE - MISCELLANEOUS  PROVIsionS. 

School  week  and  month  defined. 

Section  i.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  a  school  week 
shall  consist  of  five  days;  and  a  school  month  shall  consist  of  all 
the  days  of  a  calendar  month  except  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  and 
legal  holidays. 

School  officers  shall  not  sell  nor  act  as  agent  for  school  supplies— Penalty. 

Sec.  2.  Neither  the  territorial  superintendent,  nor  any  per¬ 
son  in  his  office,  nor  any  count}'  superintendent,  nor  school  dis¬ 
trict  officer,  nor  any  officer  or  teacher  connected  with  any  public 
school,  shall  act  as  agent  or  solicitor  for  the  sale  of  any  school 
books,  maps,  charts,  school  library  books,  school  furniture,  appa¬ 
ratus  or  stationery,  or  furnish  any  assistance  to,  or  receive  any 
reward  therefor  from,  any  author,  publisher,  bookseller,  or  deal¬ 
er,  doing  the  same.  Every  person  violating  this  section  shall 
forfeit  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offense,  and  be  liable  to  removal  from  office  therefor- 

Territorial  treasurer  shall  keep  school  fund. 

Sec.  3.  The  territorial  treasurer  shall  keep  a  separate 
fund,  to  be  known  as  the  “school  fund”,  and  all  moneys  appro¬ 
priated  for  school  purposes  shall  be  kept  in  such  fund. 

School  districts  may  acquire  realty— Condemnation. 

Sec.  4.  Every  school  district  shall  have  the  power  to  ac¬ 
quire,  by  purchase,  donation  or  condemnation,  any  real  estate 
situate  within  the  district,  as  a  site  for  any  public  school  house  or 
school  grounds,  and  shall  have  power,  when  the- interests  of  the 
district  demand,  as  manifested  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of 
the  district  at  any  regular  meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting 
called  for  that  purpose,  tc  condemn  any  public  or  privste  real 
estate,  including  highways,  streets  and  alley-ways,  and  to  take 
therein  the  fee  simple  absolute,  which  power  of  condemnation 
shall  be  exercised  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  the  con¬ 
demnation  of  real  estate  by  railroad  corporations. 

CHAPTER  FOUR. 

County  teachers’  institute. 

Section  i.  The  county  superintendent  of  public  schools 
shall  hold  annually,  at  some  convenient  place,  a  county  teachers’ 
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institute  for  the  instruction  and  advancement  of  teachers.  Said 
institute  shall  continue  not  less  than  four  days  nor  more  than  five 
davs.  The  county  superintendent  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
and  determine  the  time  and  place  for  holding  such  institute. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  actually  engaged  in  teach¬ 
ing  in  such  county  to  attend  such  institute  unless  they  shall  have 
a  written  excuse,  signed  by  the  county  superintendent.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  district  board  to  pay  all  teachers  who 
attend  such  institute  the  same  salary  per  day  they  would  have 
paid  had  the  same  amount  of  time  been  spent  in  teaching.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  board  of  commissioners,  in  each 
County,  to  appropriate  annually  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  the  pavment  of  such  instructors  or  lecturers  as  the  county 
superintendent  may  employ  to  assist  him  in  holding  the  county 
institute. 

Repealing  Sections  3909-3913,  R.  S.  of  Wyo. 

Sec.  2.  Sections  thirty-nine  hundred  and  nine,  thirty-nine 
hundred  and  ten,  thirty-nine  hundred  and  eleven,  thirty-nine  hun¬ 
dred  and  twelve  and  thirty-nine  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  Wyoming  are  hereby  repealed. 

Adoption  and  use  of  text  books. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  five  years  for 
which  the  books  now  in  use  are  adopted  the  county  superintend¬ 
ents  and  city  superintendents  of  schools  in  the  territory  shall  meet 
at  a  call  of  the  territorial  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
to  adopt  a  series  of  text  books,  and  the  books  thus  adopted  shall 
be  the  only  legal  text  books  to  be  used  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  territory  for  the  ensuing  five  years. 

Repeal  of  inconsistent  acts. 

Sec.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

In  force. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

DISPOSAL  OF  REVISED  STATUTES. 

An  Act  regulating  the  sale  of  Revised  Statutes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Territory  op  Wyoming  :

Territorial  librarian  shall  control. 

Section  i.  The  Revised  Statutes  of  Wyoming,  published 
in  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  shall  be  distributed,  sold 
and  disposed  of  by  the  territorial  librarian  in  the  manner  provided 
by  this  act,  and  not  otherwise. 

Distribution. 

Sec.  2.  All  territorial,  county  and  precinct  officers  and 
clerks  of  school  districts,  and  members  of  the  legislative  assem¬ 
bly,  shall  be  supplied  with  copies  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  free 
of  cost,  except  as  otherwise  herinafter  provided.  * 

*  *  *  *  * 

Requisition  for,  county  officers. 

Sec.  4.  The  several  county  clerks  of  the  organized  coun¬ 
ties  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  a  requisition  upon  the  terri¬ 
torial  librarian  for  as  many  copies  of  the  Revised  Statutes  as 
may  be  actuallv  required  for  the  use  of  the  officers  in  their 
respective  counties.  *  *  *  *  * 

Distribution  by  county  clerk. 

Sec.  5.  The  county  clerk  shall  distribute  one  copy  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  to  each  county  and  precinct  officer  in  his  county 
who  does  not  at  the  time  possess  a  copy  of  the  Revised  Statutes; 
and  the  county  clerk  shall  take  a  receipt  from  every  officer  to 
whom  he  shall  so  deliver  a  copy  of  said  Statutes.

Payment  of  taxes  -What'receivable  for  taxes. 

Sec.  3815,  (as  amended  and  re-enacted  by  laws  of  1890- 
1891,  ch.  16,  page  118).  “State  warrants  are  receivable  for  the 
full  amount  of  taxes  payable  into  the  State  treasury.  Money 
only  is  receivable  at  the  county  treasury  of  the  proper  county  for 
poll  tax,  school  tax,  and  the  payment  of  bonded  indebtedness  or 
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the  interest  thereon.  All  other  county  laxes  may  be  paid  in 
county  warrants  of  the  county  for  which  taxes  are  paid.  When 
a  state  or  county  warrant  of  any  kind  is  received  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  taxes  by  the  county  treasurer,  he  shall  endorse  upon  it 
the  name  of  the  person  from  whom  it  was  received,  the  amount 
for  which  it  was  received,  and  the  date  when  received,  and  from 
that  date  the  warrant  shall  be  cancelled  and  shall  not  be  re-issued. 
But  when  the  county  warrant  amounts  to  more  than  is  to  be  paid 
bv  the  person  presenting* it  for  the  payment  of  taxes,  the  treasurer

Malfeasance  of  public  officer. 

Sec.  966.  Every  clerk,  sheriff,  collector,  treasurer,  assess¬ 
or  or  other  territorial,  county,  district,  township,  city,  town  or 
school  officer,  or  deputy  of  either,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any 
palpable  omission  of  duty,  as  such  officer,  or  who  shall  wilfully 
or  corruptly  be  guilty  of  oppression  or  partiality  in  the  discharge 
of  his  official  duties,  or  who  shall  demand  or  receive  pay  for 
services  not  authorized  to  be  performed  by  him  as  such  officer, 
or  shall  demand  or  receive  pay  for  the.  performance  of  the  duties, 
or  supposed  duties,  of  any  public  officer,  unless  duly  authorized 
in  writing  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  officer  in  his  place  and 
stead,  shall  be  guilty  of  malfeasance  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars, 
and  the  court  shall  have  power,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
jury,  to  add  to  the  judgment  of  the  court,  that  any  officer  so  con¬ 
victed  shall  be  removed  from  office.  The  court  shall  have  power, 
whenever  any  clerk  of  the  district  court  or  prosecuting  attorney 
shall  be  presented  or  indicted,  to  appoint  for  that  occasion  a 
prosecuting  attorney  or  clerk,  as  the  case  may  require,  who  shall 
thereby  be  invested,  in  relation  to  such  presentment  or  indict¬ 
ment,  wiffi  all  the  powers  of  clerk  or  prosecuting  attorney.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  when  judgment  shall  extend  to 
removal  from  office,  to  cause  immediate  notice  of  such  removal 
to  be  given  to  the  proper  department,  in  order  that  the  vacancy 
thus  occasioned  may  be  filled.  [C.  L.  1876,  ch.  35,  §  96.] 

Application  by  surety  of  school  district  treasurer. 

Sec.  3046.  A  surety  of  the  treasurer  of  school  funds  in 
any  school  district,  organized  under  the  provisions  of  law,  may 
at  any  time  notify  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the

proper  county,  by  giving  at  least  five  days’  notice  in  writing, 
that  he  is  unwilling  to  continue  as  surety  for  such  treasurer,  and 
will,  at  a  time  therein  named,  make  application  to  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  to  be  released  irom  further  liability  upon 
his  bond;  and  he  shall  also  give  at  least  three  days’  notice  in 
writing  to  such  treasurer,  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the 
application  will  be  made.

Proceedings  by  commissioners  in  such  case.

Creation  of  institute  -Limitation. 

Sec.  3725.  There  shall  be  located  and  permanently  main¬ 
tained.  at  the  City  of  Cheyenne,  in  the  County  of  Laramie,  an 
institute  for  the  support  and  education  of  the  blind,  deaf  and 
dumb;  -provided ,  that  no  institute  shall  be  opened  until  there  are 
twelve  pupils  ready  and  that  will  enter  said  school,  and  when  the 
number  of  pupils  shall  fall  below  the  number  of  eight,  then  said 
institute  shall  close.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.  77,  §1.] 

Bond  of  trustees 

Sec.  3726.  (amended — see  note  following  this  chapter). 
Said  institute  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  board  of 
trustees,  consisting  of  three  persons,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  confirmed  by  the  territorial  council; 
said  trustees  shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  subject  to  removal  for  cause.

The  president  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  board  when  present,  and  sign  all  certificates 
of  indebtedness,  bills  and  all  papers  approved  or  allowed  by  said 
board.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  board,  and  have  charge  of,  in  trust  for  the  institute, 
all  papers,  records  and  accounts  of  the  same.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.

Powers  of  trustees. 

Sec.  3729.  Said  board  shall  have  the  general  supervision 
of  the  institute,  adopt  rules  for  the  government  thereof,  employ 
officers,  teachers  and  servants,  provide  necessaries  for  the  insti¬ 
tute,  and  perform  all  other  acts  necessary  to  render  it  efficient 
and  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  its  establishment.  [S.  L.  1886,

Expenses  to  be  confined  to  appropriation, 

Sec.  3730.  The  board  shall  not  create  any  indebtedness 
against  the  institute  exceeding  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
legislature  for  the  use  thereof.  [S.  E.  1886,  ch.  77,  §  6.J 

Payment  of  expenses— Compensation  of  trustees. 

Sec.  3731.  All  indebtedness  incurred  by  said  board  in  car¬ 
rying  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  together  with  the  com¬ 
pensation  of  five  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actually  employed 
in  such  services,  and  also  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  of 
each,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  territorial  treasury  upon  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  the  president  of  the  board,  stating  the  items  of  such  in¬ 
debtedness,  expenses  and  compensation,  and  that  the  same  is  just

Said  accounts 
may  be  sworn  to  before  the  president  of  said  board,  who  is  here¬ 
by  authorized  and  empowered  to  administer  oaths  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.

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Inmates  not  residents  of  territory. 

Sec.  3732.  Persons  not  residents  of  this  territory,  of  suit¬ 
able  age  and  capacity,  shall  be  entitled  to  an  education  in  said 
institute  on  paying  to  the  territorial  treasurer  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  in  advance.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.  77,  § 
8.] 

Who  admitted  to  institute. 

Sec.  3733.  Every  blind,  deaf  or  dumb  person,  who  is  a 
resident  of  this  territory,  of  suitable  age  and  capacity,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  an  education  in  said  institute  at  the  expense  of 
the  territory.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.  77,  §  9.] 

Assessor  to  report  names  of  afflicted. 

Sec.  3734-  The  county  assessor  of  each  county  shall  an¬ 
nually  report  to  the  county  clerk  the  names,  ages,  postoffice  ad¬ 
dress  and  names  of  parents  or  guardians,  of  every  blind,  deaf  or 
dumb  person  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  twenty-one  years, 
residing  in  his  county,  including  all  such  persons  as  may  be  too 
deaf  to  acquire  an  education  in  the  common  schools.  The 
county  clerk  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each 
year,  send  a  list  containing  the  names,  ages  and  residences  of  all 
such  persons  to  the  principal  of  the  insiitute.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch.

Pupils  to  he  properly  clothed— Payment  of  expense. 

Sec.  3735.  When  the  pupils  of  said  institute  are  not  other¬ 
wise  supplied  with  clothing  they  shall  be  furnished  by  the  prin¬ 
cipal,  who  shall  make  out  an  account  of  the  cost  thereof  in  each 
case  against  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  against  the  pupil  if  he 
or  she  have  no  parent  or  guardian,  which  account  shall  be  certi¬ 
fied  to  be  correct  by  the  principal,  and  when  so  certified  such  an 
account  shall  be  presumed  to  be  correct  in  all  courts.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  shall  thereupon  remit  such  accounts  by  mail  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  county  from  which  the  pupil  so  supplied  shall  have  come 
to  said  institute.  Such  treasurer  shall  proceed  at  once  to  collect 
the  same  by  suit  in  the  name  of  his  county,  if  necessary,  and  pay 
the  same  into  the  territorial  treasury;  the  principal  shall  at  the 
same  time  remit  a  dnplicate  of  such  account  to  the  auditor  of  the 
territory,  who  shall  credit  the  same  to  the  account  of  the  insti¬ 
tute,  and  charge  it  to  the  proper  county;  Provided ,  If  it  shall 
appear  by  the  affidavit  of  three  disinterested  citizens  of  the 
county,  not  akin  to  the  pupil,  that  the  said  pupil  or  his  or  her 
parents  would  be  unreasonably  oppressed  by  such  suit,  then  such 
treasurer  shall  not  commence  the  said  suit,  but  shall  credit  the 
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same  to  the  territory  on  his  books,  and  report  the  amount  of  such 
account  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  his  county,  and  the  said 
board  shall,  out  of  the  general  fund  of  said  county,  cause  the 
same  to  be  paid  into  the  territorial  treasury.  [S.  L.  1886,  ch. 

77,  §  ii-] 

Officers  and  their  duties. 

Sec.  3736.  The  officers  of  the  institute  shall  be  a  principal 
and  a  matron.  The  principal  shall  be  a  resident  officer  of  the 
same.  He  shall  annually  certify  to  the  board  of  trustees  a  writ¬ 
ten  report,  stating  in  full  the  true  condition  of  the  educational, 
the  domestic  and  the  industrial  departments  of  the  institute,  his 
action  and  proceedings  therein.  He  shall  keep  and  have  charge 
of  the  necessary  records,  register  and  accounts  of  said  depart¬ 
ments;  have  supervision  of  its  teachers,  pupils  and  servants,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may  require.  He  shall 
quarterly  certify  to  the  board  a  full  and  written  report  of  all  his 
expenditures.  He  shall  secure  and  employ  all  assistants  needed 
therein,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  board.  He  shall 
have  special  charge  of  the  male  pupils  out  of  school  hours,  and 
shall  furnish  them  with  employment  about  the  premises,  or  in 
some  trade  to  which  they  are  adapted.  The  products  and  pro¬ 
ceeds  arising  from  the  labor  and  employment  of  all  the  pupils 
shall  inure  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  institute.  [S.  L.  1886, 
ch.  77,  §  12.] 

Duties  of  matron. 

Sec.  3737.  The  matron  of  the  institute  shall  also  be  a  resident 
officer  of  the  same.  She  shall  have  control  of  the  internal  man¬ 
agement  of  the  house,  and  of  the  female  pupils  out  of  school 
hours;  she  shall  instruct  them  in  and  about  the  house,  and  the 
domestic  departments,  or  in  some  trade  to  which  they  are 
adapted,  under  the  direction  of  the  principal.  (S.  L.  1886,  ch. 

77,  §  13-1 

President  to  make  annual  report  to  governor. 

Sec.  3738.  The  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  make  out  to 
the  governor  of  the  territory  a  full  and  complete  report,  as  fol¬ 
lows,  to-wit: 

First — A  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  institute 
from  the  date  of  the  last  report,  giving  in  detail  the  amount  of 
moneys  received  from  all  sources,  and  the  amount  expended; 

Second — The  value  of  real  estate  at  date  of  last  report,  and 
cost  of  improvements  made,  if  any,  since  last  report; 
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Third — The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance,  also  the  num¬ 
ber  that  have  entered  and  the  number  of  those  who  may  have 
left  it  since  last  report; 

Fourth — The  number  of  deaths,  if  any,  that  have  occurred 
in  the  institute  since  last  report; 

Fijth — The  improvement,  health  and  discipline  of  the 
pupils; 

Sixth — The  number  of  officers,  teachers  and  servants  em¬ 
ployed,  with  the  salary  of  each; 

Seventh — All  other  needful  information  touching  every  point 
that  may  be  deemed  of  interest  to  be  communicated;  [S.  L. 
1886,  ch.  77,  §  14.] 

Provision  for  temporary  care  of  blind,  deaf  and  dumb. 

Note — Under  chap.  15,  laws  1890-91,  approved  Dec.  24,  1890,  temporary 
provision  is  made,  until  the  opening  of  the  State  blind,  deaf  and  dumb  institute, 
for  the  care  of  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  and  an  appropriation  of  seven  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  dollars  is  made  for  this  purpose. 

Institute  transferred  to  control  of  state  board  of  charities  and  reform. 

Under  the  provision  of  section  II,  chap.  37,  laws  of  1890-1891,  approved  Jan. 
8th,  1891,  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  institute 
at  Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  is  transferred  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Reform, 
comprising  the  state  treasurer,  state  auditor  and  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  by  whom  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  persons  within  the  State  are  now 
being  educated  in  iustitutions  of  other  states  until  such  time  as  the  number  of 
persons  requiring  such  tuition  shall  be  sufficient  to  enable  the  State  institution 
to  be  opened  and  put  in  operation  as  provided  by  the  law  creating  it. 


CHAPTER  35. 

ADOPTION  OF  REVISED  STATUTES,  AND  SESSION  LAWS  OF  1 888 

AND  189O. 

Revised  statutes  and  laws  of  1888  and  1890,  are  laws  of  state  if  not  in 
conflict  with  constitution  except  as  repealed  or  amended. 

Section  t.  That  all  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  Session 
Laws  of  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  and  eight¬ 
een  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  Territory  (now  State)  of  Wyo¬ 
ming,  in  so  far  as  they  do  not  conflict  with,  and  are  not  repugnant 
to,  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Wyoming, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect, 
and  they  are  hereby  made  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Wyoming, 
except  in  so  far  as  they  may  have  been  or  may  be  repealed,  or 
amended  and  re-enacted,  by  the  legislature  of  Wyoming. 

9— 
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Conflicting  acts  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

UNIVERSITY  OF  WYOMING. 

Note — The  laws  relating  to  the  issue  and  payment  of  the  University  build¬ 
ing  bonds  are  herein  omitted. 

Act  of  Incorporation. 

An  Act  to  amend  so  much  of  chapter  one,  title  forty-two,  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Wyoming,  as  relates  to  the  establish¬ 
ment,  government  and  maintenance  of  the  University  of 
Wyoming: 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wyoming : 

That  so  much  of  chapter  one  of  title  forty-two  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Wyoming  as  relates  to  the  establishment,  govern¬ 
ment  and  maintenance  of  the  University  of  Wyoming  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  i.  There  is  established  in  this  State,  at  the  City 
of  Laramie,  an  institution  of  learning  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  “University  of  Wyoming.” 

Sec.  2.  The  objects  of  such  University  shall  be  to  provide 
an  efficient  means  of  imparting  to  young  men  and  young  women, 
without  regard  to  color,  on  equal  terms,  a  liberal  education,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  various  branches  con¬ 
nected  with  the  scientific,  industrial  and  professional  pursuits. 
To  this  end  it  shall  embrace  colleges  or  departments  of  letters,  of 
science  and  of  the  arts,  together  with  such  professional  or  other 
departments  as  in  the  course  of  time  may  be  connected  there¬ 
with.  The  department  of  letters  shall  embrace  a  liberal  course 
of  instruction  in  language,  literature  and  philosophy,  together 
with  such  courses  or  parts  of  courses  in  the  college  or  depart¬ 
ment  of  science  as  are  deemed  necessary. 

The  college  or  department  of  science  shall  embrace  courses 
of  instruction  in  the  mathematical,  physical  and  natural  sciences, 
together  with  such  courses  in  language,  literature  and  philosophy 
as  shall  constitute  a  liberal  education.  The  college  or  department 
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of  arts  shall  embrace  courses  of  instruction  in  the  practical  and  fine 
arts ;  especially  in  the  application  of  science  to  the  arts  of  mining  and 
metallurgy,  mechanics,  engineering,  architecture,  agriculture  and 
commerce,  together  with  instruction  in  military  tactics  and  in 
such  branches  in  the  department  of  letters  as  are  necessary  to  a 
proper  fitness  of  students  for  their  chosen  pursuits,  and  as  soon 
as  the  income  of  the  University  shall  allow,  in  such  order  as  the 
wants  of  the  public  shall  seem  to  require,  the  said  courses  in  the 
sciences  and  their  practical  applications  shall  be  expanded  into 
full  and  distinct  schools  and  departments. 

Sec.  3.  The  government  of  the  University  shall  rest  in  a 
board  of  nine  trustees  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  three, 
and  only  three,  of  whom  shall  at  all  times  be  residents  of  the 
County  of  Albany ;  together  with  the  President  of  the  University 
and  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  as  members, 
ex  officio ,  as  such  having  the  right  to  speak  but  not  to  vote. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  trustees  appointed  shall  be  six 
years,  except  as  provided  in  the  next  succeeding  section. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  during  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature,  to  nominate,  and  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  to  appoint,  nine  residents  of 
the  State  as  members  of  the  said  board  of  trustees; three  of  whom 
shall  serve  for  two  years,  three  of  whom  shall  serve  for  four 
years,  and  three  of  whom  shall  serve  for  six  years;  and  there¬ 
after  during  the  session  of  each  succeeding  Legislature  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the.  Senate,  appoint  successors  to  those  of  said  trustees  whose 
term  of  office  shall  have  expired,  or  will  expire  before  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature.  Any  vacancy  in  the  board  of  trustees 
caused  by  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State,  or  other¬ 
wise,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  to  be  made  by  the  Governor, 
which  appointment  shall  continue  until  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature,  and  no  longer,  “but  no  member  of  the  faculty,  while 
holding  that  position,  shall  be  appointed  a  trustee.” 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  “The  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Wyoming.”  They  shall  possess  all  the 
powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  accomplish  the  objects  and 
perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  law,  and  shall  have  the  custody 
of  the  books,  records,  buildings  and  all  other  property  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president,  secretary 
and  treasurer,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  are  prescribed  in 
the  by-laws  of  the  board.  The  treasurer  shall  execute  such  bond, 
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with  approved  sureties,  in  double  the  sum  likely  to  come  into  his 
hands,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  as  the  board  shall 
require.  The  term  of  office  of  said  officers,  their  duties  several¬ 
ly,  and  the  times  of  holding  meetings,  shall  be  fixed  in  the  by¬ 
laws  of  the  board.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  less  number  mav 
adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  all  routine  business  may  be  en¬ 
trusted  to  an  executive  committee  of  three  members,  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  the  by-laws  of  the  board  shall  prescribe.  The 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  non-resident  members 
in  attending  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  may  be  audited  bv 
the  auditing  committee  thereof  and  paid  by  warrants  on  the 
treasurer  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  University. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  prescribe  rules  for  the 
government  of  the  University  in  all  its  branches,  elect  the  requis¬ 
ite  officers,  professors,  instructors  and  employes,  any  of  whom 
mav  be  removed  for  cause,  as  well  as  fix  the  salary  and  term  of 
office  of  each,  prescribe  the  studies  to  be  pursued  and  the  text 
books  to  be  used,  and  determine  the  qualifications  of  applicants 
for  admission  to  the  various  courses  01  study;  but  no  instruction, 
either  sectarian  in  religion -or  partisan  in  politics  shall  ever  be  al¬ 
lowed  in  any  department  of  the  University,  and  no  sectarian  or 
partisan  test  shall  ever  be  exercised  or  allowed  in  the  appointment 
of  trustees,  or  in  the  election  or  removal  of  professors,  teachers 
or  other  officers  of  the  University,  or  in  the  admission  of  students 
thereto,  or  for  any  purpose  whatever.  The  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  the  power  to  confer  such  degrees  and  grant  such  di¬ 
plomas  as  are  usual  in  universities,  or  as  they  shall  deem  appro¬ 
priate;  through  by-laws,  to  confer  upon  the  faculty  the  power  to 
suspend  or  expel  students  for  causes  therein  prescribed;  to  poss¬ 
ess  and  use  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution  all  property  of  the 
University;  to  hold,  manage,  lease,  or  dispose  of,  according  to 
law,  any  real  or  personal  estate,  as  shall  be  conducive  to  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  institution;  to  expend  the  income  placed  under  their 
control,  from  whatever  source  derived;  and  finally  to  exercise 
any  and  all  other  functions  properly  belonging  to  such  a  board 
and  necessary  to  the  prosperity  of  the  University  in  all  of  its  de¬ 
partments. 

Sec.  7.  At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  the  trustees,  through 
their  president,  shall  make  a  report  in  detail  to  the  Governor,  ex¬ 
hibiting  the  progress,  condition  and  wants  of  the  University  and 
of  each  school  or  department  thereof,  the  course  of  study  in  each, 
the  number  of  professors  and  students,  the  amount  of  receipts 
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and  disbursements,  together  with  the  nature,  costs  and  results  of 
all  important  investigations,  and  such  other  information  as  they 
may  deem  important  or  as  may  be  required  by  any  law  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  8.  The  president  and  professors  of  the  University 
shall  be  styled  “The  Faculty,”  and  shall  have  power,  as  such 
body,  to  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  trustees 
for  the  government  of  students,  to  reward  and  censure  students 
as  they  may  deserve,  and  generally  to  exercise  such  discipline,  in 
harmony  with  the  said  regulations,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the 
good  order  of  the  institution;  to  present  to  the  trustees  for  de¬ 
grees  and  honors  such  students  as  are  entitled  thereto,  and  in 
testimonv  thereof  when  ordered  by  the  board,  suitable  diplomas, 
certificates,  or  other  testimonials,  under  seal  of  the  University 
and  the  signatures  of  the  Faculty.  When,  in  course  of  time,  dis¬ 
tinct  colleges  or  departments  of  the  University  are  duly  organ¬ 
ized  and  in  active  operation,  the  immediate  government  of  such 
departments  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  entrusted  to  their  respective 
faculties. 

Sec.  9.  The  president  of  the  University  shall  be  president 
of  the  several  faculties  and  the  executive  head  of  all  the  depart¬ 
ments.  As  such,  subject  to  the  board  of  trustees,  he  shall  have 
authority  to  give  general  direction  to  the  instruction  and  investi¬ 
gations  of  the  several  schools  and  departments,  and  so  long  as 
the  interests  of  the  institution  require  it,  he  may  be  charged  with 
the  duties  of  one  of  the  professorships. 

Sec.  10.  To  the  end  that  none  of  the  youth  of  the  State 
who  crave  the  benefits  of  higher  education  may  be  denied  them, 
and  that  all  may  be  encouraged  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advan¬ 
tages  offered  by  the  University,  tuition  shall  be  as  nearly  free  as 
possible,  and  it  shall  be  wholly  free  to  such  students  from  each 
county  as  are  selected  and  appointed  by  the  board  of  county  com¬ 
missioners  therein. 

Sec.  11.  After  any  student  has  graduated  from  either  of 
the  chief  departments  of  the  University,  and  received  the  degree 
of  bachelor  of  arts,  of  letters,  of  philosophy  or  of  science,  and  has 
had  a  subsequent  experience  as  a  successful  teacher  of  a  public 
school  in  Wyoming  for  a  period  of  one  school  year,  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  instruction  shall  have  authority  to 
countersign  the  diploma  of  such  teacher  after  such  examination 
as  to  moral  character,  learning  and  ability  to  teach,  as  to  the  said 
Superintendent  may  seem  proper;  and  such  graduate  so  tested 
shall,  after  his  diploma  has  been  countersigned  by  the  State  Sup- 
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erintendent  as  aforesaid,  be  qualified  to  teach  in  any  of  the  public 
schools  of  this  State;  and  the  diploma  so  countersigned  shall  be 
his  certificate  for  such  qualification  until  annulled  by  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

Sec,  12.  In  order  that  the  Universit}7  may  be  kept  “in  a 
condition  of  full  efficiency,”  as  required  by  the  terms  of  section 
sixteen  of  article  seven  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Wyo¬ 
ming,  there  shall  be  assessed  upon  all  taxable  property  of  the  State 
in  each  year,  as  heretofore,  a  tax  of  one-eighth  of  a  mill  on  each 
and  every  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  such  property,  which 
tax  shall  be  levied,  collected  and  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  levy,  collection  and  payment 
of  other  State  taxes.  Said  tax,  when  so  paid  to  the  State  Treas¬ 
urer,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  board  of  trustees 
upon  the  warrant  of  the  State  Auditor,  to  be  issued  upon  request 
of  sard  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  13.  “The  University  of  Wyoming”  having  been  des¬ 
ignated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  the  proper  institution 
to  receive  and  expend  the  moneys  appropriated  by  an  act  of  Con¬ 
gress,  approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety, 
entitled  “An  Act  to  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public 
lands  to  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  colleges 
for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  established 
under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  Julv  sec¬ 
ond,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,”  until  such  time  as  there 
may  be  an  agricultural  college  established  in  this  State, 
separate  and  apart  from  the  said  University  of  Wyoming, 
assent  is  hereby  given  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  act 
of  congress,  and  grants  of  money,  authorized  and  made  by  said 
act,  by  the  act  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eightv- 
seven,  relative  to  the  establishment  of  agricultural  experiment 
stations,  or  any  other  act  for  like  purposes,  are  hereby  assented 
to  and  accepted  by  the  State  ot  Wyoming.  Except  where  other 
designation  is  made  by  Congress,  all  moneys  granted  or  donated 
by  Congress  in  aid  of  scientific  instruction  or  experimentation, 
and  set  apart  by  the  Legislature  for  such  use  by  the  University 
of  Wyoming,  shall  be  accepted  and  received  by  the  State  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  by  him  placed  at  the  disposal  cf  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  said  Universitv  by  transfer  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  board, 
for  disbursement  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  or 
acts  of  Congress  aforesaid. 

Sec.  14.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 
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Sec.  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  January  10th,  1891. 


CHAPTER  32. 

An  Act  prescribing  the  age  at  which  deaf  and  dumb  children 
may  be  admitted  as  pupils  in  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb 
asylum,  as  State  charges. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wyoming : 

Section  i.  That  deaf  and  dumb  children  of  the  age  of 
nine  years  and  over  shall  be  admitted  as  inmates  to  the  blind  and 
deaf  and  dumb  asylum  of  this  State,  when  the  same  shall  be 
opened  for  the  education  and  support  of  the  blind,  deaf  and 
dumb,  and  until  such  time  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  institution  or  the  State  board  of  charities  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  support,  maintenance  and  education  of  deaf  and 
dumb  children  of  the  age  of  nine  years  and  over,  in  such  asylum 
as  has  been  selected  for  the  support,  maintenance  and  education 
of  other  blind,  deaf  and  dumb  of  this  State,  as  provided  in  chap¬ 
ter  15  of  the  laws  ot  Wyoming,  1890-91,  entitled  “Blind,  Deaf 
and  Dumb.” 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 

Approved  February  18,  1893. 


CHAPTER  10. 

REFUNDING  BONDS  IN  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  issuing  of  refunding  bonds  in  school 
districts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wyoming : 

Section  i.  The  board  of  directors  of  each  and  every 
school  district  in  the  State  of  Wyoming,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  refunding  bonds  of  such  school  district,  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  up  outstanding  bonds  of  such  school  district,  for  any 
sum  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  outstanding  bonds;  Provided , 
That  the  qualified  electors  of  any  such  school  district  shall  so  elect 
and  determine  at  any  regular  meeting  or  at  any  special  meeting, 
held  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  sums  of  not  less  than 
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one  hundred  dollars  and  shall  be  redeemed  by  the  school  district 
issuing  the  same  within  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  years,  and 
not  less  than  five  years  from  the  date  of  issue,  and  shall  bear  in¬ 
terest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum  on  each 
dollar  of  their  face,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  annually  or 
semi-annually,  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  the  board 
of  school  directors.  Such  bonds  shall  be  numbered  from  one 
upwards,  and  be  headed  “Refunding  bonds  of  school  district 

number - in  the  county  of - ,  State  of 

Wyoming”;  and  before  being  issued  shall  be  registered  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  county  within  which  such  school  district  is  situ¬ 
ated. 

Sec.  3.  The  county  treasurer  of  each  county  shall  keep  a 
book  in  which  shall  be  registered  all  such  bonds,  showing  the 
number  of  the  bond,  the  date  of  issue,  amount,  number  of  cou¬ 
pons,  date  of  redemption,  date  of  registry  and  payment  of  inter¬ 
est  on  such  bonds,  which  book  shall,  during  business  hours,  be 
open  for  inspection. 

Sec.  4.  All  bonds  issued  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be 
signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  board  of  directors  of  such 
school  district,  countersigned  by  the  county  treasurer  of  the 
county  in  which  such  school  district  is  situated,  and  attested  by 
the  clerk  of  such  school  district,  with  the  seal  of  such  school  dis¬ 
trict  attached;  and  none  of  such  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less  than 
their  face  value,  and  shall  not  be  sold  until  thirty  days’  notice 
shall  have  been  given  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
in  the  State  of  Wyoming. 

Sec.  5.  Said  bonds  shall  have  coupons  attached,  represent¬ 
ing  the  interest  to  be  paid  each  year,  and  the  coupons  represent¬ 
ing  said  interest  shall  be  detached  from  the  bonds  before  prsenta- 
tion  for  payment  of  the  interest  for  the  year  corresponding,  and 
upon  payment  shall  be  forthwith  cancelled  by  the  county  treasur¬ 
er,  by  writing  the  word  “cancelled”  across  the  face  thereof.  The 
interest  on  all  such  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the 
county  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  district  issu¬ 
ing  such  bonds  is  situated,  or  in  any  place  designated  bv  the 
board  of  school  directors  of  such  school  district. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  annually  levied  by  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  of  the  county  within  which  is  situate  any 
school  district  issuing  any  such  bonds,  as  are  in  this  act  provided 
for,  on  all  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said  school  dis¬ 
trict,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  seven  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation, 
which  shall  be  known  as  the  Refunding  Bond  Fund  of  school 
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district  No - .  Said  tax  shall  be  payable  only  in  the 

lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  used  to  pay  the 
interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds  and  for  no  other  purpose;  and 
said  tax  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same 
time  as  the  county  taxes,  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury  by 
the  collector  of  taxes. 

Sec.  7.  The  board  of  school  directors  of  any  school  dis¬ 
trict,  which  may  issue  bonds  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall,  each 
year  after  the  tenth  year,  retire  as  many  of  such  bonds  as  can  be 
redeemed  with  the  amount  of  said  bond  fund  at  the  time  in  the 
hands  of  the  county  treasurer,  and  in  all  such  cases  such  bonds 
shall  be  redeemed  by  the  payment  of  number  one  first,  and 
proceeding  continuously  upwards  with  those  outstanding.  All 
cancelled  bonds  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  board  of  directors  at 
such  times  as  they  may  direct. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  taxable  property  of  anv  school  district, 
issuing  bonds  as  herein  provided  for  at  the  time  of  issuing  such 
bonds,  shall  be  a  pledge  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  in¬ 
terest  of  such  bonds  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  to  use  or  divert  any  portion  of  such  bond  fund  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  except  for  the  payment  of  said  principal 
and  interest,  and  as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  The  county  treasurer  of  each  county  in  which 
any  school  district,  issuing  bonds  as  herein  provided  for,  is  situ¬ 
ated,  shall  have  custody  of  all  funds  realized  from  the  sale  of 
such  bonds  and  shall  pay  the  same  out  only  upon  the  return  of 
such  bonds  for  the  redemption  of  which  the  refunding  bonds,  for 
the  issue  of  which  this  act  provides,  may  have  been  issued.  Such 
bonds  so  redeemed  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  county  treasurer 
and  turned  over  to  the  board  of  school  directors  of  the  school 
district  which  issued  said  redeemed  bonds,  at  such  time  as  they 
may  direct.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  to  give 
a  separate  bond  to  be  made  to  such  school  district,  in  such  sum 
and  with  such  sureties  as  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
the  county  may  deem  proper  and  sufficient,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  accounting  of  the  moneys  deposited  with  him  and  re¬ 
alized  from  the  sale  of  such  bonds  as  are  herein  provided  for, 
and  such  treasurer’s  separate  bond  shall  be  and  remain  in  the 
custody  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  school 
district  is  situated. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  February  10,  1893. 
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
